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The Ghost of Eagles Past

‘Twas the night after Christmas 

And all through the house 
Not a creature was stirring . , . 

What an opportunity to look 
over my favorite coin books, 
James Ruddy’s “Photograde,” 
Mort Reed’s “Encyclopedia” and 
the good old Red Book by R. S. 
Yeoman! 

With this thought I; sat myself 
before the fireplace and started 
leafing through my books. 

After about an hour I must 
have dozed off with visions of su¬ 
gar plums—like proof $3 gold 
coins—dancing in my head, when 
out on the porch there arose such 
a clatter, I sat up in my chair to 
see what was the matter. There 
at the window, about six feet tall, 
stood an eagle, bald head and 
all. And before you could say “E 
Pluribus Unum,” he walked right 
through the storm window, 
screen, sash and all, and hopped 
off the sill into my living room. 

“Hello, who are you?” I asked, 
with some trepidation. 

He looked at me sternly over 
his hooked beak and said, “I am 
the ghost of eagles past, not to 
mention present and future.” 

“That probably accounts for 
how you oozed through my win¬ 
dow,” I replied, “But tell me, 
why do you look so awful? You 
have no definition in your wing 
and breast feathers. You look so 
dull and gray that one might 
say you’re ill, eagle. 

“I’ll overlook that bad joke by 
noting I now have on my 1965 
cupronickel clad suit designed 
for me in 1965 by Lyndon John¬ 
son. But in my cabinet I have 
many suits in many styles. I have 
proof suits, frosty gem silver 
suits, as well as other styles and 
grades.” 

“That explains the dirty gray 
look, but why do you look so 
tired?” I inquired. 

“Tired!” he shrieked. “Do you 
realize that when I complete this 
year I will have been standing 
like this (and he spread his 
wings, knocking over the coffee 
table and the Christmas tree) for 
44 years on the Washington 
quarter? I was told when I took 


the job that it would be for only 
a year as the Washington quarter 
was to observe the 200th anni¬ 
versary of the birth of George 
Washington. Hah! I may stand 
longer on his quarter than he did 
on this earth.” 

“That’s a tough record to 
beat,” I sympathized, “but didn’t 
you have any better assign¬ 
ments?” 

“Well, sir, I once flew-for three 
years non-stop on the Flying 
Eagle cent of 1856-1858 until I 
was shot down by an Indian girl. 
Some folks say it was Jim Long- 
acre’s daughter. I was grounded 
’til 1916 when I got the job on 
the standing Liberty quarter with 
Doris Doscher. You should have 
heard the folks yelling for the 
mint to put some clothes on her. 
It took me a year to get up above 
the stars in 1917, and I worked 
with her ’til 1932 but she stole 
the show. Did you hear what they 
said about me? Some ornotholo- 
gists (and they are for the birds) 
said that although I had the 
wings of an eagle, I had the head 
of a hawk and the body of a 
dove. Oh well, you can’t please 
’em all. 

“I was at my best in 1794 on 
that first U.S. hard dollar. See 
how young and clean I was. Oh to 
be young and handsome again! 
Since then I have had shields on 
my breast, olive branches, ar¬ 
rows, rays, berries and all sorts 
of junk to carry. I think my 
greatest moment was when Aug¬ 
ustus Saint-Gaudens posed me in 
full flight above a rising sun on 
the double eagle of 1907. That 
was a golden age, my friend. 

“I rather like the way I strut 
on the Walking Liberty half dol¬ 
lar (1917-1947) and I was old 
pro enough to look real cool on 
the Peace dollar, no wings 
spread, no junk to carry. That 
was a good date but I wish I 
could have worked that 1894S 
dime. I don’t work for dimes, or 
nickels either, but that was a 
snap job, only 24 minted.” 

“How did you become our na¬ 
tional symbol, how did you get 
into the symbol business? was my 
question. 

“Well,” he said reflectively, “I 
worked a few gigs for Colonial 
coins for New York, Massachus- 
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etts, and I even applied for the 
job in New Jersey. I was beaten 
by a horse, but he only beat me 
by a head. When I applied for 
the job at the U.S. mint in 1793, 
there was only one other appli¬ 
cant, a turkey from Philadelphia. 
Ben Franklin sent him. Ben said I 
was a cowardly bird of prey and 
a robber—he sure knew how to 
hurt a guy. Well, what can you 
do with a guy with square glasses 
who gets a charge out of flying 
a kite in a thunderstorm? I got 
the job and the turkey wound up 
in the soup.” 

“Well, Mr. Eagle, you sure 
have had a glorious past,” I said, 
“but how come you are not rep¬ 
resented on our nation’s Bicen¬ 
tennial coins?” I asked, figuring 
it was time to drop the big one. 

The feathers went up on the 
back of Mr. Eagle’s head and he 
looked at me with an eagle eye as 
he shrieked, “How would you 
feel if you worked for a guy for 
200 years and then wasn’t even 
invited to his birthday party?” 

“The last job I did was with 
Ike Eisenhower. I like Ike and I 
had not worked on a hard dollar 
for 35 years. The part I don't like 
is that I was only a symbol of the 
Apollo 11 moon module ‘Eagle’ 
which made the first landing on 
the moon. Imagine me represent¬ 
ing a bucket of transistors and 
now I’ve been replaced by a 
busted bell, it’s mortifying! 

I’m no novice at working com¬ 
memorative gigs either, you 
know. I worked the Alabama 
Centennial, Arkansas Centennial, 
Connecticut Tercentenary, the 
Texas Centennial and Iowa Cen¬ 
tennial, to name a few. I took on 
a real modern, straight-line look 
for the Bridgeport Connecticut 
Centennial, which I worked with 
P. T. Barnum, America’s greatest 
showman. 

“Well,” he said suddenly, “I 
gotta take off. I’m flying out to 
Sidney, Ohio, to see ol’ Black Di¬ 
amond. He’s the buffalo that 
worked on a nickel from 1913 to 
when he retired in 1938. He’s liv¬ 
ing on a farm with three Indians. 
I’ll be very busy next year, have 
a Happy New Year, you hear!” 
he said as he jumped up on the 
radiator cover and vanished 
through the closed window. 

I wonder if I’ve seen the last 
of him.

Ed's subject was “The Genius of 
Michelangelo/' which traced the 
history and accomplishments of 
this extraordinary artist, via the 
beautiful medals produced by 
The Franklin Mint. 

Val introduced the forum's 
next speaker, Dr. Vladimir Clain- 
Stefanelli, Director of the Numis¬ 
matic Division of the Smithson¬ 
ian Institution. Dr. Stefanelli 
spoke on “World ‘Currencies" 
and presented slides of rare ex¬ 
amples housed in the Smithson¬ 
ian's collection to supplement his 
talk. 

Virgil Hancock, President of 
the American Numismatic Assoc¬ 
iation, followed Dr. Stefanelli's 
presentation by opening up the 
meeting to questions from the 
floor, in keeping with his “sun¬ 
shine policy." Questions relating 
to ANACS, the move of ANACS 
to Colorado Springs, staggered 
terms for Board of Governor 
members, Grading Board reali¬ 
ties and the new 360 page grad¬ 
ing book soon to be published 
and distributed, plus a number of 
other subjects were all discussed 
at length with the ANA Presi¬ 
dent. 

Another well known personali¬ 
ty, P.A. “Tom" Jones, of Dear¬ 
born, Michigan, served as the 
chief judge for the 70 plus cases 
of exhibits on display in the spa¬ 
cious exhibition room. Accom¬ 
panying Tom, as his assistant in 
this task, was Ed Quagliano of 
the Franklin Mint. 

Tom also conducted a judges 
familiarization seminar which 
was attended by most of the ex¬ 
hibitors and several potential ex¬ 
hibit judges. Tom pointed out 
items for which judges should 
look when reviewing exhibits and 
gave a few pointers on how to 
improve displays in order to in¬ 
crease point totals when compet¬ 
ing for awards. 

At the Club Representatives 
and Awards Breakfast held Sun¬ 
day morning, the Val Pasvolsky 
Best In Show Trophy was 
awarded to Ed Smith for his “Of¬ 
ficial Presidential & Vice Presi¬ 
dential Inaugural Medals, 1952- 
1976." Close on Mr. Smith's heels 
in the scoring race was Steve 
Taylor from Delaware. Steve's 
display of “Legal Tender Notes, 


1891-1929" was declared the 1st 
place winner. Knocking down 
2nd place was Clyde Draper for 
his “U.S. Morgan Dollars," while 
3rd place was won by John Ma- 
siejezyks' “Legacy of John F. 
Kennedy." 

In Junior competition, as in 
the Seniors, the 1st Place award 
was taken back to Delaware by 
Gordon Cockburn for his “Spirit 
of Scouting" exhibit. Coming in 
2nd was Greg Jehlik’s “Types of 
U.S. Proof Sets," while Kevin 
Leurs' $3 Gold Piece took the 
3rd place award. 

Exhibit Chairman Joseph Lo- 
wande reported that only 1.5 and 
2 points made the difference be¬ 
tween a 1st and 2nd place win¬ 
ner,and he commented on the 
fairness of judging and the qual¬ 
ity of the exhibits. Assisting Lo- 
wande was Bill Ollis, who put in 
as many hours as the exhibit 
chairman. 

Several representatives of INS 
groups from New Jersey, New 
York, and Pennsylvania were 
present to welcome the featured 
speaker at ithe Israel Numismatic 
Society of South Jersey meeting. 
Morris Bram then served as the 
installing officer for the swearing 
in ceremonies of the newest INS 
Club in New Jersey, which is also 
the newest GSNA Member Club. 

Also on hand to offer warm 
well wishes to GSNA and its of¬ 
ficers was John Pittman, mem¬ 
ber of the ANA Board of Govern¬ 
ors and past president of ANA. 

A two-session, 623-lot auction, 
conducted by East Coast Coin 
Auctions of Eatontown, N.J., was 
the source of many bargains for 
the astute bidder. 

With all the publicity given to 
thefts occurring during similar 
major conventions, Pete Savage, 
Security Chairman, happily re¬ 
ported that there were no inci¬ 
dents whatsoever, not even a 
minor altercation, and that a fine 
job was done by the off-duty 
Cherry Hill policemen who were 
engaged to provide security. 

The convention was hosted by 
the Cherry Hill Stamp & Coin 
Club, whose members manned 
the registration tables under the 
direction of Mary Savage.

Guard Against Theft , Fire 


By Elmer L. Curran 

It's a fact of collecting that 
the more you collect the more 
vulnerable you become to losses 
by theft or fire. 

It's also true that there is no 
foolproof system against either. 
Also, insurance can’t counterbal¬ 
ance the personal sadness that 
comes with the loss of a treas¬ 
ured heirloom penny or an ex¬ 
quisite proof set. 

But, there are some steps 
which can be taken to reduce the 
risks. In talks with police and in¬ 
surance agents, the following 
were suggested. 

—Don’t keep collections at 
home. A bank safe deposit box is 
the best place and worth tne cost. 

—Don’t assume that the bank 
automatically covers safe deposit 
box break-ins or that homeowner 
insurance policies cover coin col¬ 
lections or that the coverage goes 
beyond pure face value. Your 
treasured penny is worth only a 
penny to many banks and in¬ 
surers. 

—Don’t deal with unknown deal¬ 
ers or answer blind newspaper or 
magazine ads, especially those 
offering spectacular deals. The 
risk here is that you, as a pur¬ 
chaser or a seller, may be setting 
yourself up for more than you 
bargained for, such as a future 
burglary or fraud. 

i—Don’t assume that just any 
safe or so-called strong box will 
protect your valuables, if despite 
all warnings, you decide to keep 
your collection at home. Safes 
should not only meet certain anti¬ 
break-in standards, but stand¬ 
ards against fire and shock, too. 

—Don’t neglect to keep rec¬ 
ords of major purchases and up- 
to-date inventories of what you 
have—and keep them in a sep¬ 
arate place from where your col¬ 
lection is. They’ll help you to es¬ 
tablish insurance claims. 

—Don’t be careless in talking 
about your collection to friends 
and acquaintances. Perhaps they 
would never do you harm, but 
someone they talk to might. En¬ 
joy your collection—in private. 

RECENT figures from the Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Investigation indi¬ 
cate that there were 9,222,200 


reported property crimes last 
year, a 17.5 per cent rate of in¬ 
crease over 1974. Among those 
crimes, there were 3,020,700 bur¬ 
glaries and 5,227,700 crimes that 
fell under the heading of lar¬ 
ceny-theft. 

“Coin collecting is becoming 
a lucrative hobby—even for the 
criminal,” reports David R. Dear¬ 
born, assistant director, Depart¬ 
ment of Investigations, Pinker¬ 
ton's Inc., a security company. 

“While violent crimes, such as 
murder and assault, receive a 
greater portion of coverage in the 
newspapers and other media, it’s 
also important to keep in mind 
that crimes committed against 
property, such as burglary, lar¬ 
ceny and theft, are not only still 
with us but on the increase,” 
Dearborn said. 

|HE added that while people 
are making themselves aware of 
the safeguards and precautions 
that they can take to protect 
themselves and their families 
against violent crime, they re¬ 
main naive in terms of property 
theft. 

“Coin collectors are a good 
example,” Dearborn continued. 
“In many cases, their collections 
may run into thousands of dol¬ 
lars. Still, a collector, taking 
pride in a valuable collection, 
often displays it for the whole 
world to see—even the criminal. 
Such a display is an invitation to 
a thief.” 

How then do you go about pro¬ 
tecting a coin collection from a 
criminal. 

“AT the very least,” Dearborn 
said, “the collector can invest 
some money in a good solid dis¬ 
play case with a double-lock. 
Whether the collector places his 
coins in a cabinet, a home safe, or 
a safe deposit box, the device 
should be equipped with a good 
alarm system.” 

Are coin collections difficult 
for a thief to fence? 

In talks with insurance adjust¬ 
ers, police and security people, 
answer was invariably, “No.” but 
some qualified their replies. 

“In some cases,” Dearborn 
said, “especially where rare coins 
might be involved, fencing 
might present some difficulties. A 
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thief may also have trouble get¬ 
ting rid of a collection in its en¬ 
tirety. In those cases, thieves 
have been known to sell off coins 
one by one. Thieves are not al¬ 
ways particular about keeping a 
collection together.” 

AS a further step toward min¬ 
imizing loss, every active collec¬ 
tor—or even those persons who 
have simply inherited a collec¬ 
tion—should consider joining the 
American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion. 

In addition to the social and 
informative avenues which be¬ 
come open to the member, the 
member via the ANA becomes 
eligible to apply for comprehen¬ 
sive numismatic insurance. 

As reported in the ANA pam¬ 
phlet “Advantages of ANA 
Membership,” “members may 
purchase comprehensive theft, 
fire and extended coverage insur¬ 
ance for their collections, tail¬ 
ored to suit individual require¬ 
ments, with premiums scaled ac¬ 
cording to both value and safe¬ 
guards taken to prevent theft.” 

THE ANA Insurance Plan is 
administered by ANA Group In¬ 
surance Plans. Albert H. Wohl¬ 
ers & Co., 720 Garden St., Park 
Ridge, Ill., group insurance spe¬ 
cialist. 

An advantage of dealing with 
Wohlers is that the collector and/ 
or investor is dealing with an or¬ 
ganization which actively seeks 
the collector’s business. Many in¬ 
surance companies don’t want 
the collector’s business or offer 
protection only through a rider 
attached to a homeowner's policy 
—at a cost and with severe re¬ 
strictions—

KENT COIN CLUB CM23 

The fifth annual Kent Coin 
Club Coin Show was held on 
September 26, 1976 at the Sher¬ 
aton Motor Inn just north of 
Dover, Delawar This show, held 
by the very active Kent Coin 
Club, has been known as one of 
the best one day shows in the 
East. This year was no exception. 

Twenty-eight exhibitors pro¬ 
vided some fifty cases of numis¬ 
matic materials ranging from an 
exhibit of Lincoln cents to an ex¬ 
hibit of a complete set of silver 
proof quarters. Judging was 
close with a total point spread 
from best to lowest of only 26 
points. The top four exhibits 
were separated by only % points. 
The Kent Club is known for its 
exhibits as members have trav¬ 
eled throughout the east with 
their materials bringing home 
some fifty plus awards over the 
past year. 

Exhibitors at the Kent Show 


came from Delaware, New Jer¬ 
sey, and Maryland. Taking the 
Best in Show was Tom Mercer of 
Dover, Delaware with his exhibit 
of Austrian Commemoratives.

There were ten junior exhibit¬ 
ors at the Kent Show. Juniors are 
encouraged to show with other 
club members both at home and 
away. Winning the Junior Best 
in Show, with a higher point 
score than the senior best in 
show, was Kevin S. Lewis of Do¬ 
ver, Delaware with an exhibit of 
Coins of Independent Guyana.

Mr. Tierkel’s exhibit of $2 notes 
won the Charles K. Lyle U.S. 
Paper Money Award for Young 
Numismatists at the ANA Con¬ 
vention this past Summer. The 
judges agreed that it was a tough 
show to judge and Mr. John Pitt¬ 
man, guest of honor at the show, 
had to be asked to break two 
ties in the paint scores. 

Attendance was off slightly 
from past years with only 850 
people visiting the show this year 
but this attendance was good for 
a one day, Sunday, show. 

An outstanding event this year 
was the attendance of Mr. John 
Pittman, member of the board of 
governors of the ANA and past 
president of that organization. 
Mr. Pittman led an afternoon 
educational forum as a part of 
the show, assisted in the judging 
and generally made himself 
available to members of the club 
as well as visitors to talk about 
numismatics in general and col- 
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lecting specifically. The Kent 
Club members were able to tour 
Dover with Mr. and Mrs. Pittman 
prior to the show visiting the 
Governor's mansion for a tour, 
seeing the Dover Green, Christ 
Church and the memorial to 
Caesar Rodney and winding up 
with a nose to tail tour of a C5A 
Galaxy Aircraft on the flight line 
at Dover Air Force Base.

der Article 1, Section 2 and Ar¬ 
ticle VI, Section 1. In order to be 
a candidate for office, a member 
must receive at least two (2) 
nominations from member clubs 
in good standing and two (2) 
nominations from individual 
members in good standing. No 
member may nominate himself 
nor nominate a number of can¬ 
didates for office in excess of the 
number to be elected. All nomi¬ 
nations forms must be endorsed 
and include the membership 
number to facilitate the record¬ 
ing of nominations. 

The Secretary shall promptly 
write to each nominee notifying 
him or her of such nominations 
and request a written accept¬ 
ance or refusal. No nominee may 
accept a nomination for more 
than one elective office in any one 
election. The president shall not 
be eligible for reelection to the 
office of President, but is eligible 
for election to other elective of¬ 
fices. Nominations shall be ac¬ 
cepted or declined by January 
20th, 1977. 


The Secretary shall cause a 
current list of nominees and their 
actions thereon to be published in 
the Winter Issue of the N.J.N.J. 
of the Election year. The Secre¬ 
tary shall obtain and publish in 
the Winter Issue of the N.J.N.J. 
for such year a biography, not 
exceeding 250 words in length, 
of each nominee who has so ac¬ 
cepted a nomination; such biog¬ 
raphy shall include a record of 
services to the association and to 
numismatics in general. 

Article VI, Section 3 provides 
that an Election Committee, des¬ 
ignated by the Executive Board, 
shall cause the names of such 
nominees who have so accepted 
to be printed on official ballots 
without place of residence ap¬ 
pear on the ballots. 

After registering his or her 
choices, the ballot is to be mailed 
to the Election Committee Chair¬ 
man, Ed Smith, P.O. Box 302, 
Cliffwood, New Jersey 07721 and 
must be received on or about Ap¬ 
ril 15, 1977.
